Every thing relating to futurity is pow¬ 
erfully interesting. The solemn obscu¬ 
rity of the dark and mysterious Future 
inevitably Induces the mind to contem¬ 
plate with awful anxiety, that state of 
good or evil to which we all must come; 
andt as death is common to every one, so 
are its presages eagerjy received, and by 
many, implicitly credited.

state of our mortal being. 

It is a well authenticated Tact, (hat, 
many men distinguished for^^p-eat per¬ 
sonal bravery, and the most intrepid con¬ 
tempt of danger in its most appalling 
forms, have, on the eve of .buttle, been 
overwhelmed with a fatal pitsentiment 
that they should not survive the combat;

He, therefore, pro¬ 
ceeded to remonstrate with him and to 
endeavour, if possible, to rally him put 
of that desponding presentiment, whifih 
appeared to affect him so seriously M’D. 
heard him calmly, and without taken a»y 
notice of what he eaid, repeated his re¬ 
quest in so cool and collected a manner, 
as to leave no doubt that he was in the 
full and perfect possession of ail hts^ fw> 
culties. Captain 8., therefore, promised 
to comply with bis wishes, should he him¬ 
self survive, they then separated and 
each went to their post. 

On the following day, after the tumult 
and melee of tbe battle had subsided, the

nomber oftheoflicers met to congratulate 
one another on their safety. 

When captain S. joined the party, be 
immediately inquired after his friend 
M’D., but none of the survivors had seen 
him, or knew any thing of his fate. The 
conversation of the preceding da^ now 
rushed upon his minil, and, without say¬ 
ing a word, he instantly returned to the 
field to search for him among the.wound- 
ed—-the dead—and the dying. Nor did 
he search in vain. He found him, al¬ 
ready striped of part of his regimentals; 
but he knew him at once, his head and 
face being unharmed. Captain S. be¬ 
came deeply affected, and could not help 
shedding tears over the lifeless body of 
the brave and gallant youth foredoomed 
tn so premature a fate. 

The same thing happened in the case 
of Serjeant Macdonald, from Lochabar, 
as brave a fellow as ever drew a sword, 
or carried a halbert, and who had been 
in ten or twelve general engagements, in 
each of which he had distinguished him¬ 
self. On one ocension, hbivever, he was 
so overwhelmed with the presentiment of 
death, that, on the day of battlr, when hi 
regiment was ordered to advance, his 
limbs refused their otfice, and his com¬ 
rades had literally to support, ami assist 
the man, to whom they had been accus¬ 
tomed to look up to as an example and 
model of a brave soldier. The battle had 
not lasted half an hour, before he was 
shot through the heart. 

A private of the naaie of Mnckay, a 
man of the most reckless and dare-devil 
character, used to be (he delight of the 
bivouacs, of the 43d, during the Peninsu¬ 
lar war. He had a great deal of that 
coarse but effective wit and drollery, 
which never fail to excite laughter; he 
abounded in anecdotes and stories, which 
he told with a reu-arkable degree of nai- 
urte and humour; and often did he beguile 
the watches of the night, as poor Alan 
did with Mungo Park, by singing the 
songs of his dear native land. The in¬ 
stant Mackay appeared, hunger, thirst, 
and fatigue were forgotten; the soldiers 
clustered round him, and seating Ihem- 

tiattiuVng (6 the joke, tbe tale, or the song. 
Even some of the officers did not disdain 
to mingle in these parties, and to ac¬ 
knowledge the rough but powerful faaci- 
iiRtion which hung on the lips of this un-

mirth, and song confined (o the march 
and c.kmp; in the thickest of the enemy’s 
tire he was as merry k at vivacious as in 
the bivouac! “Never,” said the officer 
who communicated to us these particulai- 
“shall I forget the impression made upon 
Illy mind by hearing Mackay’s full and 
deep-toned voice pealing forth ^Scots’ 
ivha hae wi’ Wallace bled,’ under the de¬ 
structive diagonal fire from the enemy’s 
artillery on the heights above the village 
of St. Boes. A soldier only knows 4he 
thrilling efl'cet of such an incident at such 
a moment'” 

Yet this singular man was seized with 
one of those /aiai presentinien/» of which 
we have been speaking. On the eve of 
the battle of Toulouse, he suddenly be¬ 
came thoughtful and silent. His previ¬ 
ous character rendered this alteration 
more apparent, and his comrades eagerly 
crowded round him to inquire the reason, 
being at first inclined to jibe him with 
what they called the “Methodist face;” 
but, on observing his dejected look, the 
wild and unearthly cxpi-ession of his eye, 
and the determined obstinacy with which 
he resisted all solicitations to join their 
party ns usual, they stared at each other 
with astonishment, and ceased to annoy 
him., 

iT^ilks hi.s turn to go on duty to the 
outpo^ and ho consequently, soon left 
them. On his way to his post, he met a 
young officer, who had shewn him much 
kindness, and whose life he had been 


chiefly instrumental in saving. “Ha, 
Jfcfackay!” said the officer, “Is it you? 
Bless me, how ill you look! What’s the 
matter?' Are you unwell? Stay—I will 
go to the Colonel, and request him to let 
some one else take your duty.” “I thank 
you kindly, Mr. M.” said Mackay, re¬ 
spectfully saluting the officer. “I am not 
unwell, and'hail rather go myself. But 
I have a favor to ask of you. You have 
always been kind—very kind to me, and 
I am sure you will not refuse it.” “What 
is it? Speak it out at once, man,” said 
Mr. Jtf. “It is ftome in upon my mind 
that 1 shall fall to-morrow,” rejoined 
Mackay; “here are ten dollars, will you 
take charge of them, and send them to my 
mother? You know where she lives— 
and—and—if it was not too much trou¬ 
ble, sir,” he addefl, his voice faitering, 
“you might tell her, if you should see her 
poor old woman! that her son—devil as 
be has been—has .never ceased, day or 
night, to beg Haaven’s blessing on her 
head, or to blame himself with leaving 
her solitary and destitute.” 

The veteian wept like a child; and the 
young oflficer was scarcely less affected 
Taking the money, he broke away from 


anil he retired to his qagrters, Appressed 
with the melancholy (helings which the 
strange scene hnd occasionM; but anx¬ 
ious, at the same time to persuade himself 
that it was a mere hallucination of fancy 
and that the poor fellow’s mind was 
fouched. On the succeeding day, howe¬ 
ver, when the remains bf tbe regiment 
were mustered, Afackay was missing: but 
the (ears of his surviving comrades suf* 
ficiently indicated the fulfilment of hie 
presentiment. He had fallen late in ac¬ 
tion, beside one of the redoubts, pierced 
with more than twenty bullets. 

Napoleon, on the 7th of Maj\178fi, 
had surpriseil the passage of the Po at 
Piacenza, while Beaulieu was expecting 
liiiii at Valeggio, and General Labarpa 
commanding the grenadiers o£ advanced 
guanl, fixed his liead-quarters at Emetri, 
between. Fiombio atid the Po. During 
the night Lniuay’a Austrian division ar- • * 
ived at Fiombio which is only one iflagoe 
from tjic river; and havingembaHkd tlrtr' 
houses and steeples, filled them with 
troops. As the position was strong, and 
Lapiay might i-cceive reinforcements, it 
became of the utmost importance to iBs- 
lodge liim, and this, alter an obstinate 
contest, W. 1 S effected. Laharpe (hen ex¬ 
ecuted a retrograde movement to covet 
the roads leading to Pivia and Lodi. In 
tlic course of the night, a regiment of the 
enemy’s cav dry appear'd at his outposts, 
and created considerable alarm, but, af¬ 
ter a slight resistance, retired. Never¬ 
theless, Laliaree, followed by n picquet 
and several officers, went forward to re¬ 
connoitre, and parliculprly to interrogate 
in person the inhabitants of the farm¬ 
houses on the road. Unfortunately, how¬ 
ever, he returned to the camp by a dif¬ 
ferent route to Ihihby which he had been 
observed to set out; and the troops being 
on the watch; uid mistaking the recon- 
noilring party for a detachment of the. 
enemy, opencid a brisk fire of musketry, 
end Laharpe fell dead, pierced by the 
bullets of his own soldiers, by whom be 
was dearly beloved. It was remarked 
tbatduringthe action ofFiombiOfthrouKh- 

giving no orders—appearing, as it were, 
deprived ofhisosual energies, and entire¬ 
ly absorbed by a fatal presentiment.— 
Laharpe was one of the bravest generals 
in (he army of Italy—a grenadier both 
in s^anirennit courage; and, although by* 
birt'h a foreigner (a Swiss,) he had raised 
himself to tne rank of a general by hia 
mere talent and bravery. 

An anecdote, somewhat bearing upon 
the point has just come into our recollec¬ 
tion ; and as it is characteristic and strik¬ 
ing, we offer no apology for its insertion. 

On the night before Mnssena’s attack on 
Lord Wellington’s position in (he Sierra 
de Busaco, the troops, ignorant of the en¬ 
emy’s proximity, and fatigued with their 
day’s march, had lain down on (he sum¬ 
mit of the ridge to take a little rest; and 
both men and officers were soon fast 
asleep. Amongst them was the gallant 
officer who then commanded the Con¬ 
naught Rangers. He bad not however 
slept long, before he started up, apparent¬ 
ly in great alarm; and calling a young ' 
officer of the same regimenbwho lay close 
by him, he said, “D., 1 have just had a 
most extraordinary dream; such as I hod 
once before an uiexpecfed battle. De¬ 
pend upon it we shall be attacked very 
soon.” The young man immediately* 
went forward; and,after looking between 
him and the horizon, and listening atten¬ 
tively to every sound and murmur wafted 
on tlie night-breeze, he returned, and re¬ 
ported that all was still Tlie Colonel, 
was satisfied, and they again lay down. 
In less than half an hour, however, (ho 
Colonel again started up, exclaiming in 
strong language, that ere an hour elapsed 
they sliould be attacked! On seeing the 
Colonel and his young friend throw aside 
(heir cloaks and move off, several of the 
officers by them took the alarm. And it 
was high time; for, on examination, it 
was found that the enemy’s columns of 
attack were nsceniling the heights with 
the utmost secrecy and expedition. Some 
of them hud then reached the summit and 
deployed into line, before the British 
were ready to attack them. They were 
immediately charged, broken, and driven 
down tbe declivity with great loss. It is 
remarkable that the same pliant officer, 
now a general, had a similar dream in 
Egypt, on the morning of the 31st March 
before the British position was attacked 
by the French, under cover of the dark¬ 
ness. The circumstance is certainly cu¬ 
rious, although not exactly connected 
with (he immediate subject of (be present 
article.

SPAYED COWS. 

From the New England Farmer. 

Mr. FEssKnDKM:-Some years since, I pass¬ 
ed a summer at Natchez and put up at the ho* 
tcl then kept by Mr. Thomas Winn. During 
the time that I was ifiere, 1 noticed two rcuiurk- 
ably tine cows, which were kept constantly in 
the stable, the servant who had charge of the 
horses, feeding them regularly, three times a 
day, wiihgrrrn Cuintagross cut with a sickle. 

These cows had so often attracted idy atten¬ 
tion, on account of the great beauty of their 
form and deep red color, the large size of tlieir 
bags iftid the high condition in which they were 
kept, that 1 was at length induced to ask Mr. 
s; inn, lo what breed of cattle they belonged, 
and Ins reasons for keeping them constantly in 
the stable, ill preference to allowing them to 
^ run in the pasture, where, they could enjoy Iho 
, benefit ol air and exercise, and at the same 
time erop their own food and thereby save tbe 
i laoor and trouble of feeding them? Mr IFinn 
I ill reply to these inquiries, stated, that the two 
' cows which I so much admired, were of thw 
, common slock of the country, and he believed 
I of Spanish origin—but that they were both 
spayed cows and that they bad given milk either 
I two or three years—Considering this a phe 
noniciion (if not in nature, at least in art,! I 
made further inquires of Mr inn, who polite¬ 
ly entered into a very interesting detail, com- 
iiiunicating facta which were as extraordinary, 
as they were novel to me, and supposing that 
they will -..rovo equally aa intcresliiii: to your 
numerous agricultural readers, is they were lo 
me, I am induced, on tho request uf a friend, to 
offer them foi publication in your very valua¬ 
ble journal, in the hope, that some of the far- 
. ers who supply our large towns with milk, 
will deem them of sufficient importance, to 
make experiments for til purpose f ascertain¬ 
ing whelhc the icsults which they may obtain, 
will corroborate the facts staled by Mr U'inn, 
and which should they be fully confirmed, may 
lead to great and important benefits nolonly t i 
farmers hut to tavern keepers and other ioliab- 
, itants of cities, and v.llages who now keep 
, cows, in order that they may be sure of a con¬ 
stant supply of pure and unadulterated milk. 

Mr. ITinn by way of preface, observed that 
he had in former years been in the habit of

I he result in regard to the two last spayed 
cows was. as in the case of the two first, en ire- 
ly satisfactory, and fully established, as Mr. 
Winn believed, the fact, that the spaying of 
) cows, while in full milk, will cause them lo 
continue to give milk during the residue of tlieii* 
.^1 lives, or until prevented by old age.
